Certain gloomy political scientists 
were maintaining that the blight of 
national socialism was spreading 
round the world to all the major 
countries: Germany, Italy, England, 
France, Japan, America, ete... In 
each country, they declared, it 
varied its pattern, but the basic es- 
sentials were always there. 


Sad 


They said that national socialism 
now combined the aggressive mili- 
tarism. of the politicial right with 
the aggressive socialism of the po- 
litical left. This united left and 
right, and made for some sort of 
totalitarian state. The Churchill 
government, for example, unites 
radical labor (under Ernest Bevin) 
with the military mentality of 
Churchill himself. Chamberlain, 
they claimed, represented the last 
stand of Victorian middle-class cap- 
italism. The Vargas dictatorship in 
Brazil, the Franco rule in Spain, and 
the Konoye regime in Japan—mili- 
tarized and anti-capitalist—were ad- 
ditional samples. In France, the 
generals and admirals were domi- 
nant at Vichy—Petain, Weygand, 
Darlan, etc.—and ‘‘plutocracy” was 
severely condemned by this Gallic 
national socialists, who thirsted for 
the blood of Rothschilds and so- 
called profiteers. 


LEOPOLD: 
The Belgic 


King Leopold of Belgium was ac- 
cused last June of grave military 
treachery in the Flanders campaign. 
They said he let the British and 
French troops down by making that 
initial separate peace. France re- 
voked his legion of honor decoration, 
and the Leopoldine bust was re- 
moved from the Belgium pavilion at 
the New York World’s fair.

The three ‘“‘nastiest’’ papers in 
Germany are Dr. Goebbels’ Angriff 
in Berlin, the anti-semitic Stuermer 
of Julius Streicher in Nuremberg, 
and the official organ of the black- 
uniformed Hitler guards: the 
Schwarze Korps. The Schwarze 
Korps gave tae following ‘‘scientific’’ 
explanation of the heroic defense of 
London: 


“London's ability to ca on un- 
der a continuous hail of Bembs, 
amid seething wreckage’ an@ rag- 
ing flames, without a roof ver the 
heads of people, without sleep and 
with the slenderest food supplies, is 
not due to British ability to ‘take it’ 
or proverbial toughness. 


‘Rather, this England approaches 
death with sensual pleasure and 
smacks its lips over every phase and 
bears every humiliation and every 
cynicism if only it can hope that 
in dying it may.also drag its enemy 
into the abyss. The psycopath knows 
that in such cases pleasure in de- 
struction parallels pleasure in self 
destruction.

UESTION: What can I do to stop 
my fireplace from smoking? 


Answer: There are many reasons | 


why a fireplace smokes. One is 
that the area of the flue is too small 
for the fireplace opening. The open- 
ing of a fireplace should be about 
10 to 12 times the area of the flue; 
that is, for an 8 by 12-inch flue 
the size of the opening should be 960 
square inches or thereabouts. 

Other reasons are: 

More than one fire connected to 
the flue; each fire should have its 
own flue, and the walls of the flue 
should be air-tight. 

Chimney too low; the top of the 


chimney should not be less than 


four feet above a flat roof, or two 
feet above the highest point of a 
gable roof—higher yet if there are 
nearby tall trees or buildings. The 
flue should be the same size to the 
very top. 

Flue clogged; the condition of a 
fireplace flue can often be exam- 
ined from the fireplace by the use of 
a mirror, with or without a flash- 
light. 

Wrong construction of throat and 
wind shelf. 

Throat damper closed. 

Opening of the fireplace too high 
for the width, which can be cor- 
rected by setting a sheet of metal 
across the top of the opening, or 
laying firebricks on the fireplace 
floor. The proper height for the 
width can be found by experiment- 
ing with boards held across the top 
of the opening. 

Scaling Paint. 

Question: What should be done to 
my house to make the paint stay on? 
The house, when new, was given 
two coats of white paint. Three 
years later it was given two more 
coats. A year later the paint 
checked, curled and fell off. The 
paint scaled off down to the wood. 
The clapboards on the north side 
are affected worst. 

Answer: Remove the old paint 
down to the wood. Thin out the 
paint according to manufacturer’s 
directions for each coat. Aluminum 
paint makes an excellent priming 
coat. The surface must be thor- 
oughly dry before painting. Several 
days’ drying time must be allowed 
between coats. Paint is applied in 
thin coats well brushed out. A thick 
application of paint will not dry out 
quickly and is apt to cause trouble 
later on. 

Size of Hot Water Tank. 

Question: I am having an auto- 
matic gas water heater installed in 
a two-family house, three persons in 
each family. I do my own launder- 
ing. Would a 40-gallon tank be 
large enough? Is it advisable to have 
a copper tank? Are all automatic 
gas heaters made of copper? 

Answer: Much depends on the 
customs and habits of the occupants 
of the house. A 52-gallon storage 
tank would be more satisfactory 
than a 40-gallon. Copper tanks are 
long lasting and eliminate rust in 
water. Gas water heaters are made 
with copper or galvanized steel 


tanks. 
Stains on Siding. 

Question: Brown stains are show- 
ing on my siding, which I am told 
are due to sap. They show through 
the paint. Before repainting this 
spring, can I do anything to pre- 
vent them? 

Answer: You can seal in those 
dark stains on your siding with top 


quality aluminum paint. Begin by’ | 
sandpapering the stains, and then | fool. 


wipe them with benzine, being care- 
ful of fire. Aluminum paint makes 
an excellént sealer as well as a 
good priming coat. 
Powderpost Beetles. 

Question: I have several pieces of 
old furniture that are infested with 
powderpost beetles. What can I do 


| to exterminate these insects? 


Answer: They can be destroyed 
by the liberal application of kero- 
sene. This should be brushed and 
sprayed on the parts that are at- 
tacked, and should be forced into all 
holes and erevices with a fine-spout
